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INTRODUCTION 


John  Cotton  Smith  was  born  in  Sharon  February  12,  1765. 
After  graduation  from  Yale  College  in  1783,  he  studied  law 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1786.  He  held  many  political 
offices  and  in  1809  became  a superior  court  judge.  In  1811  he 
was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  and  upon  the  death  of  Roger 
Griswold  in  1812,  became  Acting  Governor.  The  next  year 
he  was  elected  Governor  which  office  he  held  through  1817. 
Retiring  from  public  life,  he  spent  his  declining  years  in 
Sharon.  He  was  much  interested  in  the  formation  of  this 
Society  and  until  his  death  in  1845,  was  instrumental  in  adding 
to  the  Society’s  library. 

The  John  Cotton  Smith  Papers  in  the  Library  were  pre- 
sented by  Miss  Helen  Evertson  Smith,  granddaughter  of 
Governor  Smith.  The  gift  was  made  in  August  1896,  March 
1897  and  April  1898.  The  papers  were  mounted  and  bound 
in  12  volumes  in  1903.  They  cover  a period  from  1783  until 
1845  and  are  particularly  rich  in  official  letters  and  documents 
during  the  period  of  his  holding  office  as  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Acting  Governor  and  Governor. 

The  Collections  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society  contain 
the  papers  of  many  early  Governors.  The  renewal  in  1944  of 
the  Public  Act  appropriating  $1,000  annually  to  the  Society 
for  the  publication  of  historical  materials,  makes  possible  the 
continuation  of  this  series.  The  Smith  papers,  1811-1817, 
have  been  selected  and  this  is  the  first  volume  of  the  new 
series.  Succeeding  volumes  will  appear  as  rapidly  as  funds 
become  available.  James  Brewster,  State  Librarian,  Pro- 
fessors George  M.  Dutcher,  Leonard  W.  Labaree  and  the  late 
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Charles  M.  Andrews,  were  instrumental  in  reviving  the  State 
grant  which  previously  had  been  discontinued  as  an  economy 
measure.  President  Edgar  F.  Waterman  also  worked  diligently 
to  persuade  State  officials  to  restore  this  act.  For  their  efforts, 
we  are  greatly  indebted. 

To  Miss  Marjorie  Ellis,  our  capable  stenographer,  goes 
credit  for  faithfully  transcribing  the  papers.  Mr.  Henry  A. 
Castle,  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee,  worked  many 
long  days  assisting  in  proof  reading  and  indexing.  Without 
this  assistance,  the  volume  would  not  have  been  possible.

Connecticut  Militia 

General  Orders 

The  Captain  General  has  seen  with  regret  that  the  resigna- 
tion & dismission  of  militia  officers,  has  become  extremely 
frequent,  & altho  he  does  not  doubt  that  the  General  Officers 
to  whom  has  been  confided  the  power  of  giving  discharges, 
have  exercised  a sound  discretion,  yet  he  deems  the  evil  so 
great,  that  he  cannot  refrain  requesting  that  no  officer  may 
be  discharged,  unless  the  necessity  is  clearly  apparent;  & that 
discharges  may  be  confined  as  far  as  is  practicable  to  the 
following  cases  — 

1®*  To  cases  where  an  officer  has  been  superseded. 

Where  an  officer  has  become  permanently  unable  to 
execute  his  duty  from  sickness. 

3<iiy  Where  an  officer  has  removed  out  of  the  State,  or  to 
so  great  a distance  from  his  regiment,  as  to  render 
it  extremely  difficult  to  appear  with  his  company. 
The  Captain  General  also  requests  the  General  Officers 
to  observe,  that  Sergeants,  are  not  in  future  to  be  dismissed 
in  consequence  of  being  superceded.

Sir 

I have  received  your  letter  of  the  18.  ult°  addressed  to 
me  by  order  of  his  Excellency  the  Capt.  General.  Although 

1 feel  myself  honoured  by  the  communication,  and  lose  no 
time  in  complying  with  his  request,  Still  I should  have  been 
much  more  gratified  instead  of  expressing  a previous  opinion, 
to  have  yielded  my  implicit  assent  to  whatever  regulations 
his  Excellency  might  have  thought  proper  to  make  upon  a 
Subject,  in  which  the  exercise  of  his  own  Superiour  taste  and 
judgment  could  not  be  otherwise  than  acceptable  to  the 
publick. 

To  the  questions  distinctly  proposed  I answer, 

1.  There  ought,  in  my  opinion,  to  be  no  ‘‘difference  in 
the  form  of  the  hat,  length  of  coat,  or  in  colour  or 
length  of  plume  between  officers  and  Soldiers  doing 
duty  on  foot.”  Epaulettes  & the  appropriate  arms 
will  constitute  a sufficient  distinction. 

2.  I think  gaiters  are  to  be  preferred  to  boots  or  bottees. 
I see  no  objection  however  to  allowing  officers  on 
foot  to  wear  bottees. 

3.  Lace,  epaulettes  excepted,  is  in  my  judgment  neither 
useful  nor  ornamental,  and  therefore  should  not  be 
permitted. 

4.  Badges  to  distinguish  the  different  grades  of  general 
& field  officers  & their  respective  staff  were,  if  I 
mistake  not,  prescribed  by  a general  order  issued  by 
the  late  Governour  Trumbull.  I see  no  necessity  for 
varying  that  regulation. 

The  only  effectual  inducement  with  the  great  body  of 
the  militia  to  appear  in  complete  uniform  is  an  exemption  from 
poll-taxes.  Military  pride  or  patriotism  oV  both  may  do  some- 
thing, but  if  the  expenditure  shall  be  found  to  greatly  exceed 
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the  probable  amount  of  the  capitation,  the  latter  rather  than 
the  former  will  be  incurred.  With  this  consideration  in  view 
there  is  little  scope  for  fancy  in  devising  the  uniform.  It  ought 
perhaps  to  deviate  as  little  as  possible  from  such  articles  of 
dress  as  might  be  properly  worn  upon  ordinary  occasions. 
This  remark  is  more  particularly  applicable  to  the  Infantry 
who  compose  the  great  mass  of  militia.  Corps  formed  by  en- 
listment may  with  propriety  be  subjected  to  more  costly  ha- 
biliments; but  even  here  there  ought  not  to  be  so  great  a diver- 
sity as  to  destroy  that  general  resemblance  which  in  my  opinion 
should  pervade  the  whole.  Under  these  impressions,  as  my 
“ideas  in  detail”  are  requested,  I suggest  with  diffidence  the 
following  particulars. 

Uniform  for  Infantry  — 

Blue  coat  red  facings  & white  buttons  — white  vest  — 
blue  pantaloons  — black  gaiters  — black  leather  stock  — 
round  hat  with  white  plume  or  feather  topped  with  red. 
Officers  epaulettes  white  — ^ 

Light  Infantry  — 

The  Same,  with  the  difference  of  Short  instead  of  long 
coat  — and  3.  cap  with  a white  crest  instead  of  hat  & 
plume  — 

Cavalry  — 

Blue  Jacket  red  trimmings  & yellow  buttons  — red  vest 
— blue  pantaloons  with  red  welts  or  seams  swelled  with 
red  — black  boots  — black  leather  stock  — Helmet  as 
usual,  with  decorations  conformable  to  the  dress  — 
Epaulettes  yellow  — 


Artillery  — 

Blue  coats  red  facings  & trimmings  & yellow  buttons  — 
red  vest  — Blue  pantaloons  — black  gaiters  — Chapeau 
with  black  plume  topped  with  red  — black  leather  stocks 
— off.  epaulettes  yellow  — 
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I perceive  no  occasion  for  altering  the  dress  or  decora- 
tions of  the  Gen^  & Field  officers  with  their  staff  — excepting 
that  I should  recommend  black  stocks  to  be  universally 
worn  —

Sir 

By  adverting  to  my  letter  of  the  11*^  Dec*’  last  on  the 
subject  of  uniform  for  the  Militia,  you  will  perceive  that  in 
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many  respects  the  opinion  there  given  corresponds  with  the 
alterations  suggested  in  yours  of  the  22“**  ultimo. 

My  idea  then  was  and  still  is,  that  in  regard  to  the  great 
mass  of  Militia  there  should  be  as  little  deviation  from  the 
articles  of  dress  proper  to  be  worn  on  ordinary  occasions  as 
would  consist  with  the  principal  object  in  view;  but  that  corps 
formed  by  enlistment  might  reasonably  be  subjected  to  more 
costly  apparel,  and  this  1 presume  was  a governing  principle 
with  His  Excellency  the  Captain  General. 

Accordingly  I recommended  “a  round  hat”  for  the  in- 
fantry, adding  ‘a  white  feather  with  a red  top’.  There  can  be 
no  objection  to  substituting  for  the  feather  “a  spread  Eagle 
&c”  excepting  that  the  other  is  more  simple  as  well  as  distin- 
guishing, less  expensive,  more  easily  obtained  and  will  prob- 
ably be  more  generally  acceptable.  For  L*  Infantry  the  colours 
might  be  reversed  — red  with  a white  top  — “Red  welting” 
to  pantaloons  for  the  Cavalry  and  Artillery  was  also  a part 
of  my  proposition.  This  distinction  may  well  be  extended  to 
the  Light  Infantry,  but  for  the  reason  already  mentioned,  I 
seriously  think  ought  not  to  be  required  of  the  battalion-com- 
panies. “Black  boots”  (not  bootees)  for  the  Cavalry”  likewise 
constituted  a part  of  my  former  recommendation ; I now  accord 
perfectly  with  the  proposed  alteration  in  that  particular. 

Nothing  farther  occurs  to  me  upon  this  subject  than 
merely  to  observe  that  necessary  avocations  have  hitherto 
delayed  an  answer  to  your  letter,  which  was  duly  received. 

When  I parted  with  His  Excellency  the  Governour  at 
Hartford  he  was  in  the  act  of  issuing  orders  to  Major  General 
Hubbard  and  Major  General  Williams  to  hold  a certain  por- 
tion of  the  Militia  under  their  command  in  readiness  to -repel 
any  invasion  which  might  be  attempted  upon  our  Maritime 
frontier;  and  His  Excellency  requested  me,  in  the  despatches 
I was  to  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  assure  him  such 
orders  had  issued.  Not  knowing  how  long  the  Governour  may 
find  it  necessary  to  be  absent  from  the  state,  and  presuming 
the  orders  must  have  passed  through  your  hands,  I will  thank 
you  to  inform  me  whether  they  have  been  executed. 

It  was  also  mentioned  by  His  Excellency  and  some  of  the 
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gentlemen  of  the  council  that  possibly  it  would  be  expedient 
for  me,  during  the  absence  of  the  Governour,  to  visit  New 
London  and  other  parts  of  the  sea-board,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  such  arrangements  as  their  exposed  condition  might 
render  necessary,  as  well  as  to  evince  to  our  fellow-citizens 
in  that  quarter  a proper  attention  to  their  situation  on  the 
part  of  the  state-government. 

This  service  I will  most  cheerfully  perform  if  respectable 
gentlemen  in  that  vicinity  deem  it  necessary  or  advisable. 
As  I shall  rely  very  much  upon  your  opinion,  you  will  oblige 
me  by  an  unreserved  communication  of  it  as  speedily  as  your 
convenience  will  allow.  Should  however  His  Excellency  return 
before  the  receipt  of  this  letter,  you  will  of  course  be  saved 
the  trouble  of  a reply.

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taken  place  in  this  vicinity,  I have  no  doubt,  but  the  troops 
are  in  readiness  to  carry  in  to  effect,  any  orders  which  his 
Exc^  the  Cap*  Gen^  may  issue. 

I hope  I may  be  allowed  to  express  my  wish,  that  you 
may  deem  it  expedient  to  visit  this  part  of  the  state,  & gratify 
your  friends  with  the  proof  of  the  Watchful  & Parental  care 
of  the  State  government  over  the  people  on  the  seaboard, 
but  after  expressing  the  above  wish,  I feel  myself  in  duty 
bound  to  say,  that  I have  beared  no  apprehension  expressed 
of  any  landing  of  troops,  nor  can  I believe,  that  any  appre- 
hension of  invasion  exists  in  the  minds  of  the  N London  gen- 
tlemen — Whenever  any  anxiety  shall  prevail  at  N L they

diminished,  knowing  on  whom  his  duties  fall  during  his  sick- 
ness — & was  not  my  confidence  great,  that  the  vastly  un- 
pleasant state  of  our  country,  is  one  cause  of  his  ilness  I should 
place  great  confidnece  in  the  good  effect  of  his  journey,  but, 
his  correct  knowledge  of  the  administration,  & his  ever  active 
mind  keeps  him  in  a constant  worry,  & I fear  will  prevent  any 
good  effect  from  either  the  journey  or  the  use  of  the  waters

Dear  Sir, 

A number  of  the  people  in  this  place  have,  for  some  time, 
been  anxious  to  have  an  Artillery  Company  formed  within 
this  Reg*  & have  several  times  conversed  with  me  upon  the 
subject,  requesting  me  to  use  my  endeavors  to  bring  it  about. 
I have,  however,  uniformly  declined  taking  an  active  part 
in  the  business,  until  last  evening,  when  some  of  the  gentlemen 
in  the  neighborhood,  thinking  it  a favorable  time  to  bring  the 
subject  forward,  again  applied  to  me,  and  [requested]  me  to 
draw  a Petition  to  his  Excellency.  One  of  my  principal  objec* 
tions  to  the  measure  arose  from  an  belief  that  it  would  meet 
with  opposition  from  the  located  Company  of  Grenadiers  in 
this  place;  but,  on  conversing  with  the  officers  of  that  Com- 
pany, I find,  contrary  to  my  expectations,  that  they  are  in 
favor  of  it.  It  is  believed  that  a company  can  be  formed  princi- 
pally from  exempts  within  this  Town.  There  is,  indeed,  a 
number  of  this  description,  in  this  vicinity,  who  are  engaged 
upon  the  subject,  & who  would  cheerfully  enrol  themselves  in 
such  a Company.  They  feel,  as  we  all  do,  that  it  is  important 
Connecticut  should  be  placed  in  a posture  of  defence,  & espe- 
cially that  part  of  it  which  can  be  relied  upon  in  case  of  an 
emergency.  This  Regiment  is  as  respectable  for  numbers  & 
for  discipline  as  any  one  in  the  Brigade. 

M*"  Mills  informs  me  that  an  application  was  made  to 
Governor  Trumbull  about  eight  years  since.  The  only  reason 
which  the  Governor  then  gave  for  not  granting  their  request, 
was,  that  the  State  was  not  provided  with  ordinance,  that  it 
would  be  therefore  useless  to  have  such  a company  organized ; 
but  that  when  the  State  should  be  provided  with  ordinance  he 
would  remember  them.

I beg  leave  to  suggest  if  it  would  not  be  of  mutual 
advantage  to  have  an  occasional  correspondence  on  those  sub- 
jects between  some  police  authority  of  Connecticut,  and  the 
Magistrates  at  this  office.

Body  of  Horse  Artillery,  to  the  success  of  military  operations, 
is  fully  demonstrated  in  the  history  of  modern  warfare.  The 
high  rank,  which  the  militia  of  this  State  already  hold  in  the 
estimation  of  their  country,  we  apprehend,  will  be  rather  en- 
hanced, than  diminished  by  the  establishment  of  a propor- 
tionate Corps  of  Horse  Artillery.  The  honor  and  welfare  of 
our  State  & Country  are  dear  to  us;  and  we  shall  be  happy  to 
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contribute  all  in  our  Power,  to  the  Support  of  its  character 
for  correctness  and  decision.

I would  remark,  that  his  Exe^  the  late  Gov'  Griswold  con- 
sidering the  necessity  of  preserving  the  associations  of  the 
volunteers  companies  which  ascertain  the  limits,  & for  the 
regular  issuing  of  the  orders  for  leading  the  companies  to  the 
choice  of  officers,  as  well  as  for  the  eventual  formation  of  the 
companies  into  Battalions,  Regiments  &C  threw  the  whole 
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business  into  my  hands  barely  reserving  to  himself,  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Association,  & after  indorsing  his  approbation 
thereon,  sent  the  same  to  me  for  preservation,  & for  issuing 
the  necessary  orders  for  choosing  officers,  which  orders  have 
directed  the  choice  of  officers,  to  be  transmitted  to  my  office. 

His  Exe^  informed  me  that  he  should  have  the  Commis- 
sions signed,  & impose  on  me  the  filling  them  agreeably  to 
the  returns,  & that  I must  charge  the  same  to  the  State,  as 
yet,  no  commissions  have  been  issued. 

The  form  I have  adopted  for  orders  to  lead  companies 
to  a choice  is  inclosed.  Your  wish  to  see  me  at  Hartford  in 
December  will  be  met.  I presume  among  the  papers  of  the 
late  Gov*",  you  will  observe  the  letters  from  yourself  & the 
General  Officers  on  the  subject  of  an  Uniform,  that  business 
was  not  quite  matured  when  I left  home  for  New  York,  the 
trouble  will  of  course  devolve  on  you,  if  in  your  opinion,  any 
change  shall  be  deemed  expedient.  I have  thought  it  probable, 
that  it  would  be  convenient  to  you,  to  have  the  person  who 
perfornU  the  duties  of  Adj^  Gen\  resident  near  you,  should 
you  find  a person  contiguous,  to  perform  the  duties,  I shall 
avail  myself  of  the  first  intimation  to  resign  the  office,  & de- 
liver over  the  papers  in  my  possession.  I sincerely  join  with 
you  in  deploring  the  death  of  our  excellent  & mutual  friend 
the  late  Gov^  Griswold,  having  been  intimately  acquainted 
with  him  since  he  left  College,  I early  learnt  to  respect  his 
virtues  & luminous  talents.  The  loss  to  his  family  is  incalcu- 
lable; & to  the  United  States  & this  State  in  particular,  at  the 
present  apparent  approaching  crisis,  is  deeply  to  be  lamented. 
Accept  the  assurances  of  my  friendship  for  yourself,  my  re- 
spects to  Smith  & believe  me

For  this 
failure  in  the  appellant  to  equip  himself,  he  is  still  deemed 
by  the  said  Captain  Bradley  as  liable  to  do  duty  in  the  said 
first  company  of  Infantry,  by  virtue  of  the  eleventh  paragraph 
of  the  “Act  for  forming  and  conducting  the  military  force  of 
this  State”  and  the  appellant  has  been  fined  accordingly. 

On  full  consideration  of  the  premises  I am  of  opinion  that 
the  paragraph  of  the  act  referred  to  does  not  embrace  the 
governour’s  Horse  guards.  The  remedy  for  delinquency  in  not 
procuring  the  necessary  equipments  is  provided  by  the  act  of 
May  AD  1803;  it  being  a species  of  that  “gross  neglect  of 
duty”  for  which  the  commanding  officer  of  the  guards  is  au- 
thorized to  dismiss  any  non  commissioned  officer,  musician 
or  private  & to  subject  him  upon  due  notice  given,  to  perform 
military  service  in  the  militia  company  within  whose  limits 
the  delinquent  may  reside.  And  it  is  confidently  believed  the 
Major  Com^  will  take  care  that  this  regulation  is  strictly  en- 
forced. 

As  the  appellant  was  legally  enrolled  in  the  Horse  guards 
he  could  not  in  the  present  instance  be  held  amenable  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  said  company  of  infantry.  I do 
therefore  order  that  the  fine  or  fines  imposed  as  aforesaid  upon 
the  appellant  by  Capt.  Bradley  be,  & the  same  are  hereby 
abated.

I shall  endeavor  to  obtain  some 
names  of  persons  for  company  officers,  to  hand  you  when  at 
Hartford  the  close  of  this  month  at  which  time,  I will  be  pre- 
pared to  furnish  the  names  of  Officers  of  the  Volunteer  com- 
panies who  have  been  elected,  & for  whom,  commissions  are 
to  issue.

corded heretofore.  In  conversation  with  Gen^  Williams  & Gen^ 
I sham  yesterday,  both  of  whom  I saw  after  receiving  yours  of 
the  5*^.  I found  they  entertained  an  idea  that  the  men  com- 
posing the  militia,  are  of  that  unthinking  & improvident  class, 
that  in  case  of  sudden  alarm,  would  be  wholly  unprovided  with 
ammunition,  excepting  what  they  should  draw  from  the  pub- 
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lick.  1 am  unwilling  to  believe  these  gentlemen  correct,  on  that 
subject,  but  am  induced  to  think,  it  may  be  the  case  in  some 
few  instances,  but  if  it  is  true  to  the  extent  which  they  believe 
it,  the  whole  number  of  musket  cartridges  ordered  to  be  fixed 
(100000)  would  not  be  more  than  enough  for  N London  & its 
vicinity.  I am  confident,  that  but  very  little  defence  will  ever 
be  made  against  an  invading  foe,  if  those,  so  eminently  exposed 
as  our  sea  ports,  will  not,  after  all  the  calls  made  on  the  men 
to  be  in  constant  readiness,  furnish  & keep  furnished  the 
twenty  four  rounds  required  by  law,  & which  are  so  necessary 
for  self  defence.  I own  it  safer  to  argue  from  what  men  are, 
than  from  what  they  ought  to  be.  I wish  to  suggest  for  your 
consideration  (till  I see  you  at  Hartford),  an  order  or  address 
to  the  troops  or  inhabitants  of  the  sea  port  towns,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  preparation  for  defence.

Dear  Sir. 

Your  favour  of  the  15*^  ultimo  was  duly  received.  The 
proposition  to  raise  a troop  of  horse  at  Humphreysville  has 
been  cheerfully  accepted,  and  by  the  advice  & consent  of  the 
Council  I have  appointed  and  commissioned  the  gentlemen 
recommended  in  your  letter  to  the  offices  annexed  to  their 
respective  names.  The  first  troop  in  the  7*^  Regiment  of  Cav- 
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airy  unanimously  tendered  their  Services  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Council ; and  being  a very  fine  body  of  horse  were  made 
part  of  the  Corps.  Their  former  standing  entitled  them  to  the 
rank  of  the  first  troop  in  the  Squadron.  I have  made  Capt 
Humphreys’s  troop  the  Second;  and  I sincerely  wish  it  was 
in  my  power  consistently  with  the  good  of  the  service  to  confer 
upon  them  the  distinction  they  desire.  But  on  consultation 
with  the  Major  Commandant  as  well  as  with  the  Council  upon 
this  particular  point  I am  satisfied  that  a distinct  appellation 
and  uniform  would  be  regarded  with  jealousy  invidiously  and 
consequently  could  not  fail  to  produce  injurious  effects.  That 
they  will  obtain  an  honourable  distinction  by  their  discipline 
and  if  occasion  should  require,  by  their  valour  I have  not  the 
smallest  doubt. 

A number  of  individuals  in  Derby  have  at  their  solicitation 
been  formed  into  a company  of  artillery  for  the  Military  Corps, 
and  the  gentlemen  designated  by  them  for  their  officers  are 
appointed  & commissioned.  Thus  within  a few  miles  around 
Humphreyville  we  see  formed  & forming  besides  the  ordinary 
militia  a company  of  volunteers,  a troop  of  dragoons  and  a 
company  of  artillery,  an  exhibition  of  patriotic  zeal  without  a 
parallel  perhaps  in  this  or  any  other  country 

The  Nation  are  indebted  to  you  Sir  for  a long  series  of  emi- 
nent public  services  but  1 cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my 
particular  acknowledgements  for  your  active  & highly  useful 
efforts  to  promote  the  interest  of  y^  native  state  at  this  im- 
portant crisis  of  her  affairs.

Your  letter  of  the  4*^  instant  postmarked  10*^  is  received. 

1 freely  consent  that  one  of  the  brass  field  pieces  in  the 
charge  of  Capt.  Jewett  shall  be  brought  into  your  vicinity  and 
placed  under  the  care  of  Lieut.  Walker,  and  I now  address  a 
letter  to  Capt.  Jewett  on  that  subject. 

On  the  16*^  Dec*^  last  I forwarded  to  the  Executive  of  the 
U.  S.  a copy  of  the  representation  made  to  me  by  Capt.  Whit- 
telsey  in  behalf  of  the  inhabitants  of  Saybrook  and  added  my 
own  earnest  solicitation  that  the  request  might  be  granted. 
The  demand  is  so  entirely  just  & reasonable  that  I feel  myself 
bound  to  suppose  it  will  not  be  disregarded.  The  legislature 
have  given  no  authority  to  erect  or  repair  fortifications  at  the 
expense  of  the  state,  but  any  other  aid  in  my  power  to  afford 
you  will  not  be  withheld.  It  is  my  intention  to  select  some  of 
the  largest  & best  iron  ordnance  we  possess  for  fort  Fenwick. 
Nothing  but  the  ill  health  & urgent  avocation  of  the  Q.  M.  G. 
have  prevented  the  business  from  being  near  its  accomplish- 
ment. Another  gentleman  has  been  appointed  to  examine  & 
prove  the  iron  guns  belonging  to  the  State  and  it  is  hoped  that 
unless  the  severity  of  the  season  should  retard  his  operations 
we  shall  be  able  to  do  something  efficient  for  your  protection 
by  the  opening  of  the  spring,  in  case  the  U.  S.  should  neglect 
or  refuse  to  furnish  an  adequate  defence. 

Respecting  a memorial  to  the  Gen^  Government  I have 
only  to  observe  that  the  inhabitants  of  Saybrook  & the  town^ 
on  the  river  will  exercise  their  own  sound  discretion.  It  is  pos- 
sible success  may  attend  a proceedure  of  that  kind.  The  Presi- 
dent who  has  in  his  hands  the  disposition  of  the  national  force 
is  I conceive  the  authority  to  be  addressed  if  an  application 
is  thought  adviseable.  I do  not  consider  it  necessary  or  proper 
for  the  executive  of  the  State  to  be  concerned  in  a measure  of 
that  nature.  However  suitable  it  may  be  for  individuals  or 
corporations  to  petition  for  relief,  it  is  not  usual  for  the  govern- 
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ment  of  Connecticut  or  either  branch  of  it  to  pursue  that 
course.  Should  no  favourable  change  of  circumstances  take 
place  we  may  confidently  expect  the  Gen^  Assembly  will  not 
lose  sight  of  what  is  due  to  the  protection  of  the  & the  safety 
ofiits  citizens.

To  His  Excellency  The  Capt  General 
Sir 

Your  Excellencys  Letter  of  the  ult  was  duly  rec^^.  I 
have  also  received  from  the  Secretary  the  Q.  M.  General,  Re- 
ports of  the  Iron  Ordnance.  The  Q M General  Col  Mix  is  now 
here  & spent  last  evening  with  me.  He  has  given  me  such 
further  information  as  in  his  power.  From  all  I can  learn  I 
much  doubt  whether  it  will  be  practicable  to  examine  effectu- 
ally & prove  the  ordinace  till  Spring.  The  Guns  ore  all  or  nearly 
all  not  only  on  but  in  the  ground  & filled  with  earth  stone 
water  &c  all  frozen  in.  A few  days  will  not  thaw  them  out.  I 
have  examined  a Gun  or  two  in  this  town  & find  this  their  situ- 
ation. I will  however  enter  upon  the  business  as  early  as  pos- 
sible & where  the  expense  will  be  the  least. 

The  Q.  M.  General  Col  Mix  informs  me  that  there  are  no 
implements  for  proving  or  examining  the  ordinance.  Such  in- 
struments always  ought  to  be  in  the  arsenal.  A Scraper,  a 
Searcher,  an  instrument  to  ascertain  with  exactness  the  calaber 
of  the  Gun  & size  of  a Ball  & an  instrument  to  ascertain  the 
diameter  of  the  bore  throughout.  The  last  instrument  is  the 
most  difficult  to  procure  & the  most  wanted  in  this  Servise. 
If  any  defects  exist  in  the  ordinance  reported  it  will  probably 
be  found  to  be  in  the  bore  of  the  Gun,  occasioned  by  the  rust 
eating  more  in  one  place  than  another  & thus  leaving  the  diam- 
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eter  of  the  Gun  larger  in  one  part  than  another.  The  pieces  I 
am  informed  are  mostly  on  the  ground.  If  so  the  breach  of  the 
Gun  being  much  the  heaviest  will  sink  fastest  & deepest  in 
the  ground  & leave  the  muzzle  elevated  & the  water  thus  gets 
into  the  Chambers  of  the  Gun.  Near  the  muzzle  it  will  soon 
dry  after  having  been  wet;  but  farther  towards  the  breach  it 
will  reman  longer  damp  not  having  been  exposed  so  much  to 
the  circulation  of  air  & of  course  corrode  much  faster  by  the 
rust.  Thus  the  diameter  of  the  Gun  may  have  become  unequal 
to  that  degree  that  the  Ball  will  bounce.  If  so  the  Gun  is  good 
for  nothing  but  old  Iron.  Where  this  defect  is  not  I have  little 
doubt  but  that  the  Guns  will  be  useful.  To  ascertain  with  pre- 
cision this  defect  an  instrument  of  the  kind  last  mentioned  is 
necessary. 

I have  confered  with  M**  Whitney  on  the  subject  of  these 
instruments  & hope  he  will  enable  me  procure  such  as  will  an- 
swer the  present  purpose  & prove  useful  to  the  State  hereafter. 
I shall  get  the  instruments  & charge  the  expense  to  the  State 
unless  otherwise  directed  & when  I have  done  with  them  de- 
liver them  over  to  the  Q.  M.  General.  The  Brass  ordnance 
ought  to  be  often  examined  with  them.  I will  call  on  the  Q M 
General  for  such  power  & Ball  as  may  be  necessary.

Sir, 

I have  received  your  letter  of  the  6*^  instant  requesting  my 
decision  upon  the  relative  rank  of  Captains  Crowell,  Palmer 
and  Pratt.  It  would  be  improper  for  me  to  pronounce  a formal 
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opinion  on  the  merits  of  this  particular  case  until  applied  to 
for  that  purpose  either  by  the  parties  themselves  or  by  the 
Lieutenant  colonel  commandant  of  the  regiment.  At  the  same 
time  I will  with  great  cheerfulness  state  to  you  for  your  indi- 
vidual satisfaction  the  view  I entertain  of  the  abstract  question. 

By  the  “Act  for  forming  and  conducting  the  military  force 
of  this  State”  the  Legislature  adopted  the  rules  of  discipline 
established  by  congress  in  1779  for  the  government  of  the 
American  Army.  When  the  General  Assembly  thus  adopted 
these  rules  they  necessarily  adopted  also  the  construction 
given  to  them,  and  the  usage  and  practice  upon  them  in  that 
army.  What  then  was  the  practice  of  the  army  in  settling  con- 
tested claims  to  rank  under  circumstances  similar  to  the  pres- 
ent? I understand  it  clearly  to  have  been,  when  commissions 
bore  equal  date  the  rank  was  decided  by  a reference  to  former  pre- 
tensions ^ that  is  to  say,  by  the  date  and  grade  of  prior  commissions, 
if  there  were  no  prior  pretensions,  the  rank  was  determined  by  lot. 
Such  having  been  the  usage  in  the  army  of  the  revolution,  I 
conceive  a sound  interpretation  of  our  own  law  renders  it  obli- 
gatory upon  the  officers  of  the  militia. 

1 am  sensible  there  have  been  instances  in  which  older  cap  - 
tains of  younger  companies  have  consented  to  waive  the  privi- 
lege of  being  posted  according  to  rank  from  a desire  to  retain 
the  command  of  their*  own  companies.  This  is  however  mere 
matter  of  courtesy,  and  cannot  be  considered  as  a relinquish- 
ment of  their  right.

I enclose,  in  two  packets,  a pretty  comprehensive  Report 
from  the  Treasary  Department,  which  has  this  day  been  laid 
on  our  Tables.  On  examining  this  Report,  & the  Report  of  the 
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Sec^  of  War,  furnished  in  Consequence  of  my  Resolution,  You 
will  perceive  some  Difference  in  the  Sum  furnished  to  purchase 
Arms  for  the  Militia.  There  appears  also  from  Eustis’s  own 
Showing,  that  there  is  a large  Sum  of  money  which  he  drew  out, 
altogether  unaccounted  for.  It  is  in  Contemplation  to  give 
another  Call  on  this  Subject,  & from  the  Examination  which 
I have  already  made  on  the  Books  of  the  Accountant  of  the 
War  Department,  I fear  we  shall  get  but  little  Satisfaction  on 
that  head. 

You  have  undoubtedly  noticed  the  late  Nominations  of 
Sec^  of  War  & Sec^  of  the  Navy.  Gen^  Armstrong  has  fared 
rather  hard  in  the  Senate,  but  finally  passed  A 18.  N.  15.  M*" 
Jones  went  very  smothly  thro’  the  Ordeal. 

We  have  finally  passed  the  Bill  authorising  the  President 
to  raise  20  additional  Regiments  (20,000  Men)  for  one  year. 
The  Discussion  on  this  Bill  has  been  a very  interesting  one, 
embracing  the  whole  Circle  of  our  foreign  Relations,  & the 
Causes  which  lead  to  the  present  War. 

We  shall  probably  have  some  plans,  or  propositions  sub- 
mited  by  the  Comm^®®  of  foreign  Relations,  purporting  to  be 
projects  for  a peace:  But  I shall  have  no  Confidence  in  the  sin- 
cerity of  the  Administration,  fully  believing  that  this  War  is 
to  be  persisted  in,  if  men  & money  can  be  obtained  to  carry 
it  on

On  my  return  to  this  Place,  from  Washington,  a few  days 
ago,  I had  the  honour  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  9^^  ins^. 

The  very  flattering  manner  in  which  the  proposition  to 
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raise  a Troop  of  Horse  at  Humphreysville  has  been  accepted 
by  the  Commander  in  Chief  is  duly  appreciated;  and  the  ar- 
rangements which  have  been  made  by  the  advice  & consent 
of  the  Council,  so  far  as  I have  been  able  to  learn,  are  highly 
gratifying  to  all  concerned  & will  not  fail  to  excite  their  utmost 
exertions  to  justify  the  confidence  reposed  in  them.  They  will 
wish  for  no  distinction  but  that  which  has  been  with  so  much 
delicacy  & politeness,  indicated  in  your  letter.  It  will  be  very 
convenient  that  they  should  be  as  early  advised  of  the  uniform 
&c  which  shall  be  prescribed,  as  the  nature  of  the  circumstances 
will  permit.  The  Officers  & Men,  a considerable  portion  of 
whom  are  engaged,  will  I have  every  reason  to  believe,  be  am- 
bitious of  acquitting  th  ernselves  in  the  high  responsibility  they 
have  voluntarily  assumed,  with  credit  to  themselves  and  ad- 
vantage to  their  Country.  I have  equal  ground  for  believing 
the  same  will  be  the  fact  with  regard  to  the  Company  of  Ar- 
tillery which  is  forming  in  this  neighbourhood. 

It  might  not,  perhaps,  so  well  become  me  to  speak  of  the 
opinion  I entertain  of  the  respectable  & patriotic  Character 
of  the  Citizens,  who  have  formed  themselves  into  a Volunteer 
Company  of  Infantry,  altogether  from  Exempts,  since  they 
have  done  me  the  honour  of  electing  me  their  Captain,  during 
my  late  absence.  Col°  Ira  Smith  has  transmitted  the  names 
of  the  Officers  to  the  Adjutant  Gen^  by  which  Return  your 
Honour  will  be  informed  that  my  associates  are  Gentlemen 
who  have  long  served  the  State  with  reputation,  both  in  Mili- 
tary & Civil  life.  In  case  a Crisis  should  ever  arrive  for  calling 
forth  the  Yeomanry  of  the  Country  in  its  defence,  I trust  the 
State  will  have  cause  to  be  satisfied  with  such  Defenders;  altho’ 
many  of  them  have  long  since  passed  the  flower  of  their  Age, 
and  some  of  them  become  veterans  in  the  public  Service. 

The  Citizens  of  this  Village  and  its  vicinity  will  not  fail  to 
be  highly  gratified  with  the  favourable  sentiments  expressed 
of  their  patriotism. 

For  your  polite  personal  expressions,  the  best  return  I can 
make  is  the  tender  of  the  continuance  of  such  Services  as  may 
be  compatible  with  the  remains  of  health  & vigour  in  a life,  so 
early  & so  long  devoted  to  my  Country.  Services,  which,  in  the 
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tranquil  period  of  life  at  which  I have  reached,  it  was  not  an- 
ticipated would  have  been  again  demanded. 

I propose  to  have  the  honour  of  seeing  you  in  Hartford, 
next  week,  as  I expect  to  be  on  my  way  to  Boston  at  that  time. 
To  which  occasion  I rese[rve]  myself  for  making  some  observa- 
tions, (not  very  interesting  perhaps)  on  the  State  of  affairs  at 
the  Seat  of  Government;  but  which  may  be  communicated 
with  more  convenience  verbally  than  by  writing.

Capt  Oliver  Clark  late  Commander  of  the  4**^  Troop  of 
Cavelry  in  the  2°^^  Regiment  now  a Major  in  the  same  Regi- 
ment has  informed  me  that  the  Commandent  of  the  2”^  Com- 
pany of  Gov^  Horse  Guards  last  Summer  enlisted  from  s^^ 
Troop  2 men  & that  they  have  consequently  left  the  Troop  & 
been  fined  for  not  doing  duty  in  s*^  Troop.  It  was  expected  that 
they  would  have  appealed  & thus  the  question  would  have 
been  brought  before  you  for  a decission,  but  they  have  not 
done  it. 

I write  for  the  Officers  of  that  Troop  as  well  as  on  my  own 
account  or  the  commander  of  the  Regiment  & beg  leave  to 
observe  that  the  law  of  most  extensive  import  allowing  the 
Gov^  Guards  to  recruit  is  the  law  passed  October  Session  1811 
& by  the  terms  of  that  law  enlistments  are  expressly  restrained 
to  Battalion  Companies.  A Troop  of  Horse  can  in  no  sense  be 
called  a Battalion  • Company.  Further,  By  express  law  the 
Cavelry  as  well  as  Artillery  is  form‘d  of  Volunteers  from  the 
Brigade  in  certain  proportions  from  the  Battalions  Companies. 
It  would  seem  absurd  to  form  by  enlistment  from  Battalion 
Companies  a volunteer  troop  of  Horse  & allow  another  troop 
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of  Horse  by  enlistment  as  Volunteers  to  be  formed  out  of  that. 
I believe  it  a novelty  in  forming  any  army  or  Militia  system 
to  permit  one  volunteer  Company  to  enlist  out  of  another  vol- 
unteer Company.  It  would  seem  contrary  to  sound  policy  to 
permit  a Soldier  to  break  one  engagement  or  enlistment  by 
making  another.  It  breeds  confusion,  saps  the  foundation  of 
dicipline,  & is  a great  discouragement  to  men  & officers.  As  I 
am  persuaded  these  enlistments  have  been  made  without  the 
knowledge  of  your  Honour  & that  when  known  will  be  disap- 
proved of;  & as  the  precedent  is  an  alarming  one,  I have  the 
more  readily  complied  with  the  request  of  the  Major  that  I 
should  write  to  you.  I have  great  respect  for  the  Officers  com- 
manding the  2 Co“  of  Guards  in  this  place  & am  personally 
freindly  t6  them,  & the  interest  of  their  respective  companies; 
but  do  not  believe  the  interest  of  their  Companies  will  be  even- 
tually promoted  by  enlistments  made  from  the  volunteer  corps.

Your  favour  of  the  26.  ult®  has  been  duly  received.  I have 
reflected  upon  your  question  & feel  it  to  be  attended  with 
with  some  embarrassment.  The  act  makes  no  exception  of 
the  detached  militia  but  allows  enlistments  indiscriminately 
provided  the  companies  are  not  reduced  below  a certain  num- 
ber. Indeed  by  permitting  the  commander  in  chief  to  accept 
whole  companies  the  legislature  must  have  supposed  the  de- 
tached militia  might  become  constituent  members  of  the  corps. 
Still  good  faith  requires  that  detachment  be  held  in  readiness 
for  the  emergencies  contemplated  by  the  constitution.  That 
any  case  fairly  within  the  purview  of  that  instrument  will 
arise  before  the  act  authorizing  the  detachment  expires  I do 
not  believe,  nor  do  I believe  the  administration  will  be  disposed 
to  give  the  Executive  of  this  state  another  opportunity  to 
interpret  its  orders.  I cannot  therefore  Suppose  there  will  be 
much  risque  in  enlisting  the  privates  who  have  been  detached. 
At  the  same  time  the  enlistment  should  be  provisional  that 
is  to  say  the  men  must  be  received  with  an  express  understand- 
ing of  their  being  liable  to  the  constitutional  calls  of  the  Gen- 
eral Government  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  act  of  congress  is 
limited  to  two  years  from  its  date  but  no  longer  if  the  war 
should  continue.  I do  not  know  that  we  can  place  the  subject 
on  any  better  ground.  It  was  understood  that  Capt.  Middle- 
ton’s company  were  to  be  accepted  as  part  of  the  corps  & their 
officers  were  commissioned  with  that  view.  As  yet  however 
they  have  not  tendered  their  services  in  form.  To  Save  time  & 
trouble  I hereby  authorize  you  in  your  capacity  of  Adjutant 
Gen^  to  signify  my  acceptance  when  the  offer  shall  be  made.

1 beg  leave  to  request  your  attention  to  the  first  paragraph 
of  the  “act  to  establish  a Military  Corps  for  the  defence  of 
this  State,”  empowering  enlistments  from  the  Militia,  “but 
no  company  of  Infantry  in  the  Militia  of  this  State,  by  means 
of  such  enlistment  therefrom  may  be  reduced  to  the  number 
of  Thirty  Six  Non-Commission’d  officers  and  privates” 

As  there  is  a difference  of  opinion  between  the  Officers  of 
the  Militia  Cavalry  here  and  myself,  I would  submit  the  ques- 
tion to  your  honor’s  decision,  whether  Cavalry  is  intended 
to  be  exempted,  with  Infantry,  or  no,  and  whether  it  is  your 
pleasure  they  should  be.  I have  enlisted  two  men  from  the 
Troop,  whom  the  Captain  claims  he  can  hold,  as  he  has  not 
thirty  Six  under  his  Command. 

I have  also  to  make  the  enquiry  whether  enlistments  may 
be  made  of  drafted  Men,  who  are  now  return’d  to  the  Adjutant 
General  as  such,  and  whether  such  enlistment  in  the  State 
Troops  exempts  such  drafted  Men  from  liability  should  they 
be  call’d.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  19*^  instant  1 would  observe 
that  although  the  act  to  establish  a Military  Corps  has  fixed 
no  limitation  to  enlistments  from  the  cavalry,  yet  I have 
deemed  it  expedient  not  to  allow  any  one  troop  to  be  reduced 
by  such  enlistments  below  the  number  of  thirty,  exclusive  of 
the  commissioned  officers.  I regret  that  the  legislature  omitted 
to  furnish  a rule  in  relation  to  this  portion  of  the  militia  as  in 
case  of  the  infantry,  and  it  is  not  improbable,  if  the  service 
should  require  it,  that  a farther  provision  will  be  made  at  the 
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approaching  session.  In  the  mean  time  you  will  conform  to 
the  regulation  above  mentioned. 

Instructions  are  already  forwarded  to  the  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral Commandant  relative  to  recruits  from  the  detached  mi- 
litia, which  you  will  doubtless  receive  through  him.  I will  now 
only  remark  that  men  thus  circumstanced  by  enlisting  into 
the  ‘Corps’  are  not  to  be  considered  as  thereby  released  from 
all  liability  to  obey  the  constitutional  calls  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment. Still  a rational  hope  may  be  indulged  that  their 
places  in  the  detachment  will  be  supplied  by  others.  Should 
an  exigency  arise  in  which  their  Services  may  with  propriety 
be  demanded.  And  it  may  be  worthy  of  consideration  that 
as  the  act  of  Congress  on  this  Subject  will  expire  in  one  year 
from  the  ensuing  April,  those  who  now  become  members  of 
the  ‘Corps’  will  not  be  subject  to  any  future  detachment  during 
the  continuance  of  the  war.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  28*^  instant  I have  the  pleasure 
to  inform  you  that  the  General  Assembly  by  an  act  passed  in 
October  1812  have  authorized  the  commander  in  chief  to  accept 
the  services  of  any  company  of  artillery  or  mounted  infantry 
to  be  formed  from  exempts  who  may  volunteer  for  either  of 
those  purposes,  the  officers  to  be  appointed  and  commissioned 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  act  passed  in  August  last.  If 
a Sufficient  number  of  the  citizens  of  Guilford  now  excused 
from  military  duty  are  disposed  to  associate  as  a volunteer 
Artillery  company,  they  will  be  readily  organized  & may  expect 
to  be  furnished  with  ordnance  by  the  State.

Dear  Sir 

Since  I came  back  from  Boston,  the  travelling  has  been  so 
bad,  on  account  of  the  deep  mire  in  the  roads,  as  to  prevent 
me  from  having  the  pleasure  which  I had  contemplated,  of 
paying  a visit  to  your  Honour.  Although  there  might  not  have 
been  any  one  circumstance  of  a public  nature  of  so  great  inter- 
est as  to  have  rendered  a conference  very  urgent:  there  ap- 
peared to  be  so  many  occurrences  & events,  at  home  and 
abroad,  of  unusual  consequence  & bearing  on  our  own  political 
concerns,  and,  I may  say,  on  the  very  existence  of  our  Govern- 
ment & Union,  that  the  comparison  of  facts  & the  deduction 
of  conclusions,  could  hardly  have  failed  to  have  afforded  me 
much  satisfaction,  & possibly  not  have  been  altogether  desti- 
tute of  utility  to  the  Public. 

The  meeting  at  this  Place,  of  the  Society  for  promoting 
Agriculture  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  the  beginning  of  the 
week  after  next;  will  prevent  me  from  having  the  pleasure  of 
seeing  you  at  Sharon;  even  if  the  weather  & roads  should  be 
much  more  inviting.  The  Objects  of  this  Society,  I conceive, 
to  be  highly  important,  on  all  occasions,  but  more  particularly 
so,  in  the  present  state  of  public  affairs;  & as  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  growing  the  raw  materials  for  our  domestic 
Manufactures.  If  it  be  of  some  moment  to  the  Community 
to  make  two  blades  of  Grass  grow,  where  only  one  existed 
before;  of  how  much  more  value  is  it  to  double  the  number  of 
fleeces  & the  worth  of  each  fleece,  as  has  been  the  fact,  since 
I introduced  the  first  flock  of  merinos  into  this  continent  & 
State?  To  this  strong  fact  may  be  superadded,  that  of  a still 
more  extraordinary  encrease  of  vegetable  production,  in  con- 
sequence of  that  importation.  Some  lands,  it  will  be  demon- 
strated to  the  agricultural  Society,  have  been  made  (princi- 
pally by  Sheeps’  manure)  to  produce  annually  twenty  fold 
the  amount  of  their  former  Crops. 

We  shall  have,  likewise,  a small  Cattle  Shew;  as  well  as 
an  Exhibition  of  the  results  of  our  Machinery,  & an  inspection 
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or  an  examination  of  the  moral  & economical  System  which 
has  been  adopted,  not  without  great  success,  for  the  Education 
of  Youths,  of  various  fortunes  & descriptions.  Little  as  the 
Institutions  on  which  this  last  mentioned  mental  & corporeal 
improvement  depends  have  been  known  or  appreciated;  prob- 
ably greater  benefits  are  to  result  from  it  to  the  Republic,  than 
from  any  other  of  the  efforts  which  I have  made,  to  be  useful 
to  my  Country  & generation.  It  is  novel  in  the  world.  I flatter 
myself,  its  effects  will  not  long  be  disregarded;  or  ever  lost  to 
the  future  age. 

The  Troop  of  Horse  & the  Company  of  Artillery  in  this 
neighbourhood  are  nearly  complete  in  numbers;  as  I learn  from 
both  the  Commanding  Officers.  They  are  using  their  best  en- 
deavours to  make  them  become  so,  in  other  respects. 

I am  sorry  to  learn,  that  in  New  Haven,  Oxford,  & the 
neighbouring  Towns,  little  or  no  efforts  have  been  made,  for 
forming  & organizing  Companies  of  Volunteer  Infantry  from 
Exemps.  The  Gentlemen,  who  might,  if  it  were  their  choice, 
be  influential,  seem  to  have  been  very  negligent  & inert.  They 
may  think  & say.  Peace!  Peace!  where  there  is  no  Peace. 

For  myself  I have  never  had  but  one  opinion,  the  only  way 
to  obtain  Peace,  is  to  be  prepared  for  all  Contingencies,  even 
the  worst. 

I am  not  likely  to  be  reckoned  in  the  number  of  those,  who 
put  their  hands  to  the  plough,  & look  back. 

I had  very  many  things  to  observe,  pour  & contre  the  actual 
appearances  of  Pacification:  believing  myself  somewhat  more 
versed  in  the  relations  of  our  County  with  foreign  nations, 
than  some  others  who  may  be  disposed  to  sport  more  positive 
opinions  on  the  Subject.  But  these  topics  would  be  infinitely 
more  conveniently  treated,  viva  voce,  than  with  pen  Ink. 

By  our  Steady,  dispassionate  Conduct,  as  it  relates  to  the 
past;  and  our  firm,  vigorous  Proceedings  of  a prospective  na- 
ture, the  federal  Government,  however  adverse  it  may  con- 
sider some  portions  of  our  policy,  has  been  taught  to  respect  us. 

I have  thought  the  further  organization  of  the  Corps  formed 
from  Exempts,  before  the  Spring  Session  of  the  Legislature, 
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would  be  a measure  productive  of  considerable  good,  both 
within,  & with[out]  the  State.

We  the  subscribers  a committee  of  the  inhabitants  of  Ston- 
ington  Borough  desire  respectfully  to  submit  to  Your  Honor 
a statement  of  the  critical  Situation  of  this  place  & the  meas- 
ures adopted  by  the  people  for  their  present  defence. 

A squadron  of  British  men  of  war  consisting  of  the  La 
Hogue,  & Valiant  of  74  Guns  with  the  Nymph  Frigate  are 
now  cruising  within  sight  of  this  Village  between  Block  Island 
& Mon  tank  It  is  understood  from  some  prisoners  which  they 
have  put  on  Shore  that  another  74  Gun  Ship  is  immediately 
expected  by  the  Squadron  & that  they  are  prepared  for  a three 
months  cruise  with  an  unusual  number  of  boats  & every  war- 
like preparation  for  a descent  when  & where  they  think  proper. 

The  situation  of  this  Village,  contiguous  to  the  water  & 
within  the  reach  of  their  Boats  in  a short  space  of  time,  with 
sundry  vessels  in  the  harbor;  at  the  wharves,  & on  the  stocks; 
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excites  great  fears  of  a surprise  & has  to  a considerable  degree 
alarmed  the  Inhabitants. 

In  this  perplexity  “not  knowing  what  a day  may  bring 
forth,”  they  are  throwing  up  works  for  defence,  have  estab- 
lished patroles,  a guardde.  There  are  here  two  Eighteen  Pound- 
ers, a convenient  Arsenal  with  but  little  Ammunition,  & it  is 
thought  that  one  or  two  brass  field  pieces  would  be  of  peculiar 
Service  in  case  the  boats  of  the  Squadron  Should  attempt  a 
landing. 

Many  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Village  are  fishermen 
greatly  distressed  by  the  loss  of  their  business  by  the  war  & 
unable  to  furnish  themselves  with  arms  &c 

Should  an  attempt  be  made  upon  us  it  will  doubtless  be 
“a  dash  & away  before  the  neighboring  Militia  could  come  to 
our  assistance. 

In  this  situation  we  naturally  look  to  the  gov*' of  this  State 
for  protection  & to  You  Sir  as  its  worthy  Executive  for  such 
assistan[ce]  as  in  Your  wisdom  You  Shall  deem  proper  & neces- 
sary

delayed  the  measure  in  expectation  that  farther  associations 
would  present  themselves,  but  as  the  season  is  now  somewhat 
advanced  and  it  being  doubtful  whether  we  can  hope  for  any 
considerable  augmentation  of  this  corps  perhaps  it  will  be 
adviseable  to  complete  its  organization.  The  object  of  this 
letter  is  to  request  your  advice  on  the  following  points. 

1.  Will  not  eight  companies  be  sufficient  for  a regiment,  thus 
leaving  room  for  the  addition  of  two  more  if  they  should  be 
hereafter  raised? 

2.  Will  the  subjoined  location  be  as  convenient  as  circum- 
stances will  admit?  if  not  please  suggest  such  alterations 
as  occur  to  you? 

3.  Will  it  not  be  expedient  to  give  the  regiments  four  field 
officers  after  the  example  of  the  Military  corps? 

4.  As  the  regiments  are  here  numbered,  will  you  be  so  good 
as  to  name  to  me  suitable  candidates  for  the  field  officers 
in  first.  My  acquaintance  in  that  quarter  is  very  limi- 
ted. I have  called  this  the  first  regiment  because  I perceive 
a greater  number  of  companies  of  early  formation  are 
found  there  than  within  the  limits  of  any  other,  but  if  you 
consider  a different  numeration  adviseable  please  to  ex- 
press your  opinion  on  that  point  also. 

Such  general  reflections  as  your  experience  and  intelligence 
in  this  department  may  suggest  will  be  highly  acceptable  to  me.

Dear  Sir 

In  obedience  to  your  wishes  as  contained  in  your  favor  of 
the  3*^  of  this  month  I have  reflected  on  the  subject  of  organ- 
izing the  exempts  into  regiments,  & on  the  questions  submitted 
for  my  answers.  To  the  first  question  I reply  that  eight  com- 
panies are  amply  sufficient,  to  form  a regiment  of  Exempts. 
To  the  2'^  question  I answer  that  the  organization  as  annexed 
would  meet  my  ideas,  & includes  the  Enfield  Company  omitted 
in  your  list,  & is  the  only  variation  in  forming  the  regiments, 
from  the  arrangement  made  by  you.  To  the  third,  I reply  that 
the  commissions  to  be  issued,  in  creating  the  Field  Officers, 
are  to  be  given  to  Gentlemen  already  exempt  from  ordinary 
duty,  & I perceive  no  objection  to  four  field  officers  to  each 
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regiment  of  exempts,  even  though  their  commands  should  be 
small. 

I think  the  2^  Regiment  ought  to  be  formed  from  the  Com- 
panies in  Litchfield  County,  they  having  generally  been  ac- 
cepted & organized  before  those  formed  in  Hartford  County. 

I extremely  regret  the  want  of  punctuality  in  the  recruiting 
officers  in  giving  to  their  Colonels  & Commandants,  notice  of 
their  success  in  recruiting.  Since  my  return  to  you  last  month 
I have  received  no  returns,  excepting  from  CoL  Terry,  & from 
him  but  only  of  part  of  his  companies.  I have  written  another 
circular  to  the  commandants  of  Corps,  & hope  it  will  effect 
a little  more  attention  to  the  subject.  Had  I anticipated  all 
the  trouble  & expence  attending  the  formation  of  the  State 
Troops,  I think  my  reluctance  to  accepting  the  command, 
would  have  triumphed  over  State  Pride,  Military  Pride  & 
Patriotism,  but  the  expediency  of  having  a State  Corps  at  this 
eventful  period,  strikes  me  with  more  force,  than  at  the  first 
it  was  contemplated  by  me.  I wish  I could  look  on  the  admin- 
istration of  our  Country  without  viewing  them  as  hostiley 
bent  on  the  destruction  of  the  northern  section  of  the  Union, 
I consider  them  weak  & grossly  wicked,  & my  jealousy  leads 
me  to  view  them  more  the  tools  of  Bonaparte  than  is  consistent 
with  honest  intentions  to  their  own  country. 

A convention  among  the  Northern  States  & including 
New  York  would  be  very  desireable  in  every  point  of  view; 
Union  of  action  is  necessary,  & preparation  to  that  action, 
ought  to  be  made  early  & with  most  perfect  good  faith  & 
friendship. 

I hope  Massachusetts  & New  Hampshire  will  feel  the  neces- 
sity of  State  Troops,  & raise  their  proportion  to  enable  us 
unitedly  to  oppose  any  offered  violence.  The  spirit  of  patronage 
by  the  general  government  can,  & will  do  much  to  attach  the 
desperate,  & it  is  those  characters  only,  who  are  & will  be 
sought  after  to  accept  offices.

Sir, 

I have  the  honor  to  forward  enclosed  the  tender  of  service 
of  the  Independant  Company  at  Plainfield,  as  part  of  the 
“Military  Corps”  of  this  State;  the  Officers  of  which,  have 
already  been  commissioned  in  said  Corps. 

Prior  to  issueing  the  Commissions,  the  L*  of  the  Company 
had  removed  into  the  State  of  New  York  without  the  expec- 
tation of  returning,  and  his  Commission  remains  in  my  hands. 
I will,  at  a future  time,  take  the  liberty  of  recomrnending  to 
your  Honor  a proper  candidate  to  fill  the  vacancy.  One  of  the 
Sergeants  of  the  former  Company  has  also  removed,  one  pri- 
vate discharged  for  incapacity  to  do  Military  duty;  and  two, 
who  in  the  first  instance  volunteer’d,  now  decline  subscribing 
the  inclosed  paper,  preferring  to  do  duty  in  the  Militia  Com- 
pany. About  30  Recruits  have  been  added  to  the  original  com- 
pany. 

I feel  it  a subject  of  no  little  delicacy,  to  congratulate  your 
Honor  on  the  state  of  the  Votes  for  Governour  in  this  section 
of  the  State,  and  in  this  Town  particularly:  for,  having  been 
one  of  those  who  opposed  the  appointment  of  a Governour 
by  the  Legislature,  I have  been  unjustly  charged  with  an  in- 
tention of  departing  from  the  “steady  habits”  of  my  Country; 
and  no  assurance  which  I could  give  your  friends,  would  en- 
tirely satisfy  them  of  the  sincerity  of  my  professions,  to  the 
contrary.  The  case  of  Gov*^  Griswold  was  cited,  without  any 
analogy.  I was  as  candid  in  avowing  my  preferrence  for  him, 
as  I am  sincere  in  wishing  that  your  election  may  be  sure.  In 
the  former  case,  I felt  confident  that  the  appointment  of  the 
Legislature  would  not  be  confirmed  by  the  Freemen.  And  in 
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the  latter,  I was  apprehensive,  from  the  great  exertion  which 
was  known  to  be  making  for  another  candidate,  that  the 
Assembly  might  be  hurried  into  an  act  of  injustice,  offensive 
to  the  people,  and  hazarding  the  future  peace  of  the  State. 

I hope  that  I may  always  have  too  much  independance 
to  commend  where  I do  not  approve,  and  too  much  honesty  to 
promise,  without  the  intention  to  fulfill.  It  will  be  no  departure 
from  the  former  when  I declare,  that  I know  of  no  man  in  the 
State,  who,  in  point  of  policy  or  justice,  ought,  under  existing 
circumstances,  to  be  preferred  before  you.

Gentlemen, 

Your  letter  of  the  third  instant,  but  without  post  mark, 
arrived  in  the  mail  of  this  evening.  I am  aware  of  the  exposed 
and  defenceless  situation  of  your  borough  and  highly  commend 
the  spirited  exertions  of  your  citizens.  To  give  greater  effect 
to  your  efforts  allow  me  to  suggest  that  the  Gen*  Assembly  at 
their  last  Session  passed  an  act  authorising  the  Commander  in 
chief  to  accept  the  service  of  any  company  of  artillery  to  be 
formed  from  exempts  who  may  volunteer  for  that  purpose. 
Should  such  an  association  be  formed  in  your  vicinity  pursuant 
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to  the  act  it  will  be  supplied  with  ordnance  and  the  necessary 
ammunition.  At  present  there  is  no  law  impowering  me  to 
place  the  pieces  in  the  hands  of  any  body  of  citizens  not  regu- 
larly organized  as  artillerists.  But  by  a resolve  of  the  General 
Assembly  I am  enabled  to  order  that  ammunition  be  issued 
to  such  companies  of  artillery  as  shall  be  directed  to  hold  them- 
selves in  readiness  to  march  for  the  defence  of  any  part  of  the 
Sea  cpast.  I accordingly  now  forward  to  the  Adjutant  General 
directions  to  detach  an  artillery  company  for  your  protection 
& to  supply  it  with  the  requisite  ammunition  from  a deposit 
which  has  already  been  ordered  at  Norwich.  In  case  of  emer- 
gency also  it  will  be  competent  for  the  commanding  officer  of 
any  portion  of  the  militia  to  march  to  your  assistance,  giving 
notice  of  his  movements  as  early  as  may  be  to  his  Superiour 
officer. 

The  Session  of  the  General  Assembly  is  at  hand  when  I 
trust  every  measure  will  be  adopted  for  the  defence  of  the 
State  which  its  means  and  resources  will  allow.

Set  Strong  Arches  and  Upon  them  P a Strong  Platform  then 
Mount  a Number  of  Heavy  Pieces  of  Ordinance  Upon  the 
Platform  Then  Build  a Strong  Pier  on  the  Opposite  Side  of  the 
Channel  against  the  Wall  fasten  a Number  of  Strong  Staples

make  a Cover  of  Sheat  Iron  or  tin  and  Punch  it  full  of  Small 
holes  Let  it  Come  to  the  Bottom  on  one  Side  then  make  a 
Strong  hoop  of  Iron  with  a Strong  tube  of  Iron  8 or  10  inches

Conformably  to  a resolution  of  the  General  Assembly 
passed  at  their  present  session,  a copy  of  which  is  enclosed, 
I have  the  honour,  through  you,  to  apply  to  the  Government 
of  the  U.  States  for  the  proportion  of  arms  to  which  the  militia 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut  is  entitled  under  the  “Act  of  Con- 
gress making  appropriations  for  arming  the  whole  body  of 
Militia”  passed  the  23.  April  1808. 

I need  not  inform  you.  Sir,  that  the  progress  of  the  war  and 
the  defenceless  condition  of  the  greater  part  of  our  Sea  coast 
give  to  this  claim  peculiar  urgency. 

If  it  is  impracticable  for  the  General  Government  to  furnish 
the  arms  immediately,  I shall  be  gratified  to  learn  at  what  time 
they  can  be  probably  obtained. 

I perceive  by  an  official  report  of  your  predecessor  that 
M’^  Eli  Whitney  a citizen  of  this  state,  has  contracted  to  supply 
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the  United  States  with  15,000  stands  of  arms  from  his  factory. 
Altho’  a considerable  period  is  allowed  him  in  which  to  fulfil 
his  engagement,  yet  if  an  earlier  compliance  with  our  wishes 
would  be  attended  with  inconvenience,  I would  suggest  for 
your  consideration  the  propriety  of  directing  M'  Whitney  to 
deliver  from  time  to  time  as  they  shall  be  fabricated,  the  num- 
ber of  arms  which  may  be  allotted  to  our  militia  pursuant  to 
the  act  already  mentioned.  The  delay  and  expense  of  trans- 
portation might  thus  be  saved,  and  I am  authorized  to  assure 
you  that  such  an  arrangement  would  not  be  unacceptable  to 
the  General  Assembly.

We  hasten  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  the  American 
Squadron  under  the  Command  of  Com®  Decatur,  consisting 
of  the  Frigates  United  States  & Macedonian  & Sloop  of  War 
Hornet  which  have  been  for  the  last  two  or  three  Days  off  the 
Mouth  of  our  Harbour,  this  Day  set  sail  for  Montaug  Point, 
with  a view  to  proceed  to  Sea,  but  finding  the  force  of  the 
Enemy  on  that  Station  superiour  to  his,  the  Commodore  has 
returned,  com^  up  the  Harbour  & come  to  Anchor  above  Fort 
Trumbull  & opposite  to  the  Town  & the  British  Squadron, 
have  followed  the  Commodore  & are  now  to  all  appearance 
about  to  enter  the  Harbour.  In  this  situation  we  felt  it  to  be 
our  duty  & the  anxiety  & alarm  of  our  Citizens  demanded  that 
we  should  order  out  such  part  of  the  Militia  for  the  defence 
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of  New  London  & its  vicinity  as  was  most  convenient.  We  have 
accordingly  ordered  the  3^*  & 20^^  Reg^®  in  the  3^  Brigade  (some 
of  whom  are  now  under  arms)  immediately  to  repair  to  New 
London  with  a view  to  furnish  all  the  assistance  in  our  power 
to  prevent  the  enemy  from  landing  & to  give  such  other  aid 
as  circumstances  may  require.  Your  Excellency  is  undoubtedly 
perfectly  aware  of  the  very  small  force  at  Fort  Trumbull  which 
is  however  all  the  defence  which  we  have  & all  the  aid  which 
our  Squadron  can  expect,  unless  from  the  Militia 

We  therefore,  considered  the  Town  of  New  London  & its 
vicinity  exposed  to  so  immediate  an  attack,  that  we  have 
deemed  it  indispensable  that  we  should  order  out  the  Militia 
& we  wait  your  Excellency’s  orders  & instructions  on  the  sub- 
ject.

Sir 

In  our  conversation  yesterday  evening  we  concurred  in 
opinion  that  two  companies  of  infantry  and  one  company  of 
artillery  to  be  stationed  at  Fort  Griswold  might  be  sufficient, 
with  what  militia  could  be  suddenly  called  in  from  this  & the 
neighbouring  towns  to  prevent  the  approach  of  the  enemy 
by  land.  I have  since  held  a particular  consultation  with  Briga- 
dier Gen^  Isham,  who  expresses  serious  doubts,  if  a landing  of 
troops  is  effected  from  the  hostile  ships  at  a point  on  either 
side  of  the  harbour,  whether  an  adequate  force  could  be  col- 
lected from  the  country  in  season  to  repel  them.  The  militia 
most  contiguous  are  those  now  here.  If  discharged,  it  is  pos- 
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sible,  he  thinks,  after  the  fatigue  & privations  already  endured 
that  they  may  not  repair  a second  time  to  the  post  of  danger 
as  readily  as  at  first,  and  a considerable  period  must  elapse 
before  others  can  be  brought  from  more  distant  towns.  I state 
these  circumstances  that  you  may  be  enabled  to  favour  me 
with  an  explicit  reply  to  the  following  inquiries. 

Is  it  best  to  station  a competent  force  at  this  harbour  with- 
out particular  reference  to  the  occasional  assistance  of  militia 
to  be  called  from  the  country?  If  so,  what  shall  be  the  amount 
of  that  force  and  the  proportions  of  infantry  and  artillery? 
The  troops  now  here  should  indeed  be  soon  discharged  but  it 
will  not  be  done  until  their  place  is  supplied  by  others  to  the 
extent  the  emergency  requires. 

I must  rely,  Sir,  very  much  upon  the  views  you  entertain 
on  these  points;  and  until  instructions  shall  be  received  from 
the  General  Government  will  cheerfully  afford  all  the  aid  in 
my  power  for  the  protection  of  the  squadron  and  harbour. 
In  these  arrangements  due  regard,  you  are  sensible,  should 
be  paid  to  the  public  expense  and  to  the  personal  sacrifices 
on  the  part  of  the  militia.

Sir 

I arrived  at  this  place  on  the  5^^  instant  and  found  about 
six  hundred  of  the  militia  of  the  State  Stationed  on  the  two 
sides  of  the  river  who  had  been  assembled  under  the  circum- 
stances mentioned  in  my  letter  of  the  2^^^  inst.  Commodore 
Decatur,  apprehending  the  enemy  would  land  troops  under 
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cover  of  their  guns  at  the  points  on  each  side  the  entrance  of 
the  harbour  attempt  the  capture  of  Fort  Trumbull  and  en- 
deavour to  possess  themselves  of  Groton  heights,  had  caused 
the  works  at  Fort  Griswold  to  be  hastily  repaired  & had  placed 
there  some  of  the  guns  from  the  frigates.  One  company  of 
artillery  and  a battalion  of  infantry  with  a few  marines  from 
the  squadron  were  stationed  at  these  works.  The  residue  of  the 
four  colum’s  were  intended  to  operate  on  the  west  side  in  de- 
fence of  Fort  Trumbull.  I had  an  interview  with  the  commo- 
dore & Capt.  Jones  on  the  day  of  my  arrival.  They  intimated 
their  expectation  of  an  attack,  but  as  two  ships  only  of  the 
enemy  were  then  in  sight  supposed  several  days  might  elapse 
before  the  enemy  would  consider  themselves  in  sufficient  force 
for  the  purpose.  We  therefore  concurred  in  opinion  that  it  was 
adviseable  to  discharge  a part  of  the  militia  who  being  princi- 
pally husbandmen  were  suffering  essential  losses  by  leaving 
their  farms  at  this  busy  season,  and  rely  on  occasional  succour 
to  be  drawn  from  the  county  whenever  the  enemy  might  ap- 
proach. I accordingly  addressed  a note  to  the  Commodore 
yesterday  requesting  his  opinion  as  to  the  amount  & discrip- 
tion  of  force  necessary  to  be  retained  at  the  same  time  inti- 
mating to  him  the  doubts  expressed  by  the  Brigadier  General 
commanding  the  militia  whether  a sufficient  number  could 
be  reassembled  in  season  to  repel  the  enemy  if  a landing  should 
be  effected.  The  Commodore  sent  me  a verbal  message  that 
my  letter  should  be  answered  this  day  & that  he  had  just  re- 
ceived intelligence  of  the  accession  of  two  large  ships  to  the 
hostile  squadron.  This  morning  four  of  the  enemy’s  vessels 
are  in  sight  and  an  immediate  attack  being  apprehended  the 
Commodore  has  sailed  with  his  Squadron  up  the  river.  He 
proposes  as  I understand  to  proceed  to  Haughton’s  Cove  about 
six  miles  from  this  city.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the 
enemy  will  endeavour  to  get  possession  of  the  forts.  I do  not 
expect  it  as  their  main  object  is  so  far  removed  from  their 
reach,  but  I shall  not  disband  any  part  of  the  militia  until  a 
communication  is  received  from  Commodore  Decatur;  being 
heartily  disposed  to  assist  his  views  in  affording  all  possible 
protection  to  the  Squadron  & harbour.  If  Fort  Griswold  were 
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put  in  a state  of  complete  repair  & properly  furnished,  no  far- 
ther defence  would  be  necessary.  I will  address  you  again  be- 
fore my  departure  from  this  place,  and  in  the  meantime  I am 
desirous  of  receiving  the  instructions  of  the  President  as  to 
the  course  proper  to  be  pursued

Sir  — Yesterday  we  had  a visit  at  the  mouth  of  Con- 
necticut River  from  the  enemy's  Barges.  Some  time  in  the 
fore  part  of  the  day,  a. number  of  coasting  vessels  fell  down, 
on  to  the  Bar,  on  the  ebb  tide,  designing  to  take  advantage 
of  the  flood,  & proceed  to  the  westward  — 

At  about  11.  oclock  three  Barges  were  seen,  far  out  in  the 
sound,  making  for  the'^ river  — The  sea  was  calm,  and  the 
tide  running  out  — the  vessels  could  not  get  back  into  the 
river,  but  were  able  to  be  run  aground  some  within  a few  very 
rods  of  the  lighthouse,  — very  soon  the  Barges  got  possession 
of  five  vessels  — one  they  sent  off  to  the  eastward,  — two 
others  they  set  on  fire,  and  the  other  two  they  kept  possession 
of  for  some  time,  when  a number  of  armed  men,  came  down 
from  Say  Brook  point  in  Boats,  and  others  on  the  shore  at 
the  Lighthouse  — The  enemy  seeing  them,  or  from  other 
cause,  left  the  four  vessels  & returned  to  the  eastward,  first 
having  exchanged  a considerable  number  of  shot  — Our  people 
put  out  the  fires  on  the  vessels  — and  all  except  the  one  they

On  a consultation  with  Commodore  Decatur  as  proposed 
in  my  last  it  was  concluded  to  retain  the  whole  of  the  militia 
then  assembled  until  their  places  could  be  supplied  by  two 
regiments  to  be  drawn  from  the  neighbourhood  — orders 
were  issued  accordingly  — But  on  the,  arrival  of  the  two 
regiments  information  was  received  that  a bomb  ketch  had 
been  added  to  the  enemy’s  Squadron  and  that  preparations 
were  evidently  making  for  an  attack  — At  the  instance  of 
Commodore  Decatur  who  knows  best  his  own  capability  of 
meeting  the  exigency  & on  whose  opinion  therefore  I must 
greatly  rely  the  whole  force  was  directed  to  remain  excepting 
such  individuals  as  were  under  a pressing  necessity  of  re- 
turning to  their  homes.  The  number  of  militia  now  here  is 
about  1500  including  officers  — Communications  from  the 
Commodore  to  the  Navy  Department  will  show  I presume 
the  condition  of  Forts  Trumbull  & Griswold  — The  former 
is  a mere  water  battery,  mounting  22  guns  — manned  by  about 
seventy  raw  recruits  commanded  by  an  officer  of  spirit  no 
doubt  but  without  experience  — its  magazine  liable  to  be 
blown  up  by  the  first  shell  that  shall  enter  the  garrison  — 
Fort  Griswold  might  be  soon  rendered  impregnable  and  from 
its  commanding  position  would  constitute  a complete  defence. 
In  its  present  state  with  only  five  guns  on  platforms  hastily 
laid  upon  the  remains  of  the  S.  W.  bastion  the  cut  of  the

works  in  mind,  feeble  would  be  the  resistance  if  an  assault 
were  to  be  made  by  land.  The  heights  therefore  are  to  be 
defended  against  such  an  attack  solely  by  militia  and  without 
any  covering  whatever  — Should  the  enemy  gain  this  ground 
the  consequences  would  be  serious,  as  the  high  lands  on  each 
side  of  the  river  might  enable  them  to  operate  upon  our 
Squadron  without  danger  from  their  guns.  The  commodore 
however  is  placing  a few  cannon  from  the  frigate  on  a hill 
west  of  his  position  — and  a detachment  of  the  militia  is  sent 
to  protect  them  — 

The  enemys  barges  have  entered  the  mouth  of  Connecticut 
river  & siezed  several  vessels  — Two  they  took  away  with 
them  & the  rest  they  set  on  fire  — The  militia  were  soon  col- 
lected & drove  off  the  marauders  & extinguished  the  fire  — 
Returns  of  the  men  thus  employed  when  received  shall  be 
transmitted  — 

I am  now  waiting  with  solicitude  for  a reply  to  my  former 
despatches  — That  this  array  of  the  militia  would  have  been 
unnecessary,  but  for  the  protection  of  the  national  squadron 
is  obvious  that  the  expence  therefore  should  be  defrayed  from 
the  national  treasury  is  equally  evident  — The  frankness 
which  I hope  may  ever  distinguish  my  public  as  well  as  private 
conduct  obliges  me  to  say  that  on  this  point  it  is  necessary 
there  should  be  an  explicit  understanding;  nor  can  I doubt 
of  receiving  from  the  President  those  assurances  which  are 
manifestly  due  to  the  occasion  —

Your  despatches  under  date  of  the  10^^  & IP^  instant 
by  Col.  Staples  are  received  — The  delivery  of  the  field  pieces 
to  Capt.  Bray’s  company  of  artillery  is  approved.  I also  con- 
sider the  measures  you  thought  proper  to  adopt  for  the  defence 
of  New  Haven  as  justified  by  the  occasion  — It  is  my  opinion 
however  that  circumstances  at  present  do  not  warrant  the 
array  of  an}^  considerable  force  at  that  point.  If  appearances 
of  danger  should  vary,  your  measures  must  conform  to  them. 
Col.  Staples,  with  whom  I have  conferred  fully  & who  has 
suggested  many  valuable  ideas,  will  communicate  in  detail 
the  arrangement  proposed  for.your  defence.  I have  only  time  to 
advert  to  it  — My  opinion  coincides  with  his  that  guns  placed 
on  the  pier  to  be  managed  by  volunteers  will  be  eminently 
useful  — I have  no  authority  to  direct  works  to  be  erected  or  to 
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draw  on  the  treasury  for  the  expense  — But  in  my  view  there 
will  be  little  hazard  in  relying  on  the  bounty  of  the  legislature 
to  refund  a reasonable  sum  for  this  object  — Nor  can  I give  any 
assurances  that  either  arms  or  ammunition  will  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  volunteers  not  duly  organized  regular  associations 
shall  be  supplied  with  both  if  necessary  — It  is  most  evident 
that  the  towns  on  the  coast  must  rely  very  much  upon  volun- 
tary aid  — Neither  the  individuals  of  the  militia  nor  the

British  Ships  of  war  which  now  blockade  New  London,  are 
almost  every  day  hovering  about  the  Mouth  of  said  Mistic 
River,  and  have  at  three  different  times  been  in  said  River, 
and  have  twice  succeeded  in  each  time  taking  out  a Vessel, 
That  three  of  the  Enemy’s  Barges  have  just  been  into  said 
River  and  taken  out  a valuable  Schooner  & cargo,  That  we 
are  threatened  with  the  destruction  of  all  the  Vessels  belonging 
in  the  River  and  all  which  take  shelter  here.  That  we  are  also 
threatened  with  the  destruction  of  our  dwelling  houses  together 
with  all  other  of  our  property  except  the  soil  on  which  we 
tread,  which  threats  are  often  sent  us  by  the  Fishermen  &c. 

We  still  remember  the  catastrophe  on  Groton  Bank,  and 
dread  a repetition.  Property  is  as  dear  to  us  as  to  any  other 
Citizens  of  the  State,  and  we  will  as  long  stand  in  defence  of 
it,  when  armed  with  proper  means  of  sustaining  the  contest, 
of  which  we  are  now  destitute. 

Therefore  we  pray  your  Excellency  to  provide  us  Two 
pieces  of  Cannon,  (Long  Twelve  pounders)  with  sufficient 
amunition  also  Six  hundred  muskit  cartridges.

Sir  • — 

Your  favour  of  the  12  inst.  is  just  received  and  has  afforded 
me  much  satisfaction  — The  details  in  my  letter  of  the  12^** 
instant  I trust  will  fully  justify  in  the  view  of  the  Presideht, 
the  additional  force  it  was  then  thought  necessary  to  employ. 
After  closing  my  despatches  on  that  day  the  hostile  fleet  got 
under  sail,  approached  the  harbour,  fired  several  shots  at  the 
guards  and  to  all  appearance  were  meditating  an  attack  — 
whether  the  display  of  so  respectable  a body  of  troops  or  some 
other  cause  discouraged  them  from  the  attempt  is  not  known  — 
The  enterprize  was  for  that  time  abandoned ; and  on  the  14^*^ 
two  of  their  ships  passed  eastward  out  of  the  sound.  As  soon 
as  information  of  this  diminution  of  the  squadron  was  received, 
orders  were  issued  to  disband  the  two  regiments  which  were 
first  brought  into  the  field  — and  a farther  reduction  of  the 
troops  is  this  day  made  to  the  number  mentioned  in  your 
letter.  — Should  the  same  ships  return  to  this  station  or  the 
enemy’s  force  be  increased  from  any  other  quarter  I am 
seriously  apprehensive,  considering  the  feeble  state  of  the 
forts,  — that  our  numbers  may  be  too  small  — accordingly  I 
have  ordered  the  dismissed  militia  who  live  in  the  vicinity 
to  be  in  constant  readiness  to  march  to  this  place  at  a mo- 
ment’s warning  — 

Whilst  on  the  one  hand  I am  influenced  by  a sincere  and 
ardent  desire  to  protect  our  squadron  at  every  hazard  — on 
the  other  I have  not  been  insensible  to  the  immense  sacrifices 
on  the  part  of  the  militia  who  are  called  into  service  at  this 
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particular  season  — Not  a man  therefore  has  been  detained 
longer  than  the  emergency  seemed  indispensably  to  require  — 
You  will  allow  me  Sir  to  press  upon  the  government  the 
importance  of  repairing  as  speedily  as  possible  the  works  at 
Fort  Griswold  the  jurisdiction  of  which  is  understood  to  have 
been  already  ceded  to  the  United  States  — 

As  your  letter  was  evidently  written  before  the  receipt  of

I wrote  your  Excellency  a few  days  since  by  mail,  respecting 
some  fines  imposed  on  me  by  Capt.  Punderson  of  the  2^ 
Company  2^  Regiment  of  militia  for  failure  of  duty  on  the 
two  last  days  of  parade.  I had  notice  of  the  fines  on  the  30*^ 
Ult.  The  law  allows  25  days  for  an  appeal.  As  letters  by  mail 
frequently  miscarry,  just  at  this  time,  I have  concluded  to 
forward  a duplicate  statement  of  the  case  by  a private  hand. 

I have  now  been  a member  of  the  2*^  Company  of  Govs. 
Horse  Guards  almost  a year  & have  the  Certificate  of  the 
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Clerk  of  the  Company  to  that  effect.  A Certificate  of  my  en- 
rollment in  the  Guards  was  left  with  Captain  Punderson  on 
the  day  it  took  place.  He  fined  me  all  last  year  on  the  suppo- 
sition that  I should  not  take  the  trouble  to  go  to  Sharon  to 
try  an  appeal.  I now  find  the  evil  to  be  perpetual  without 
such  a trial  Major  Staples  informed  me  that  Your  Excellency 
would  probably  return  home  through  New  Haven  & spend 
some  little  time  here.

Sir, 

Yours  of  Yesterday  in  answer  to  my  dispatch  was  duly 
recived.  I addressed  a line  to  your  Excelleny  yesterday  by  a 
pivate  conveyance  — I now  write  in  great  Haste  to  inform 
you  that  the  enemies’  Barges  are  now  in  sight,  and  will  prob- 
ably attempt  to  do  further  mischief  at  the  mouth  of  this 
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River,  I yesterday  morning  dismissed  the  Militia  but  the 
Barges  appearing  to  the  numer  of  5 or  6 I immediately  as- 
sembled a part  of  Two  Companies.  The  Barges  after  setting 
fire  to  one  Vessel  disappeared.  I then  dismissed  One  Compay 
but  thot  prudent  to  detain  a part  of  a Compay  to  keep  guard 
during  the  Night.

At  my  request  Cap  Jewett  called  out  a part  of  the  1 Com- 
pay of  State  Artilly  v/ith  the  assistanc  of  Ships  Gun  to  assist 
in  keeping  Guard  at  the  old  Fort  I shall  dismiss  the  Guard 
as  soon  as  the  danger  disappears

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on  consultation  it  was  deemed  indispensable  that  a large  addi- 
tional force  should  be  called  without  delay  — No  doubt  was 
entertained  that  with  the  large  reinforcement  which  the 
enemy  had  received,  they  would  attempt  such  measures  as 
were  necessary  to  take  or  destroy  the  U States  Squadron  — 
In  addition  to  the  force  ordered  by  Brig^  Gen^  Isham  as  repre- 
sented to  your  Excellency  in  his  letter  — the  33^^  Reg^  in 
the  3^  Brigade  was  also  ordered  in  by  him  previous  to  Gen^ 
Williams’  return  and  Gen^  Williams  has  issued  his  orders  to 
the  Reg^  in  the  5^^  Brigade  immediately  to  repair  to 
New  London  to  defend  that  place  & Groton  & to  protect  the 
U States  Squadron  — The  two  last  Regiments  named  have 
not  yet  arrived  — We  deem  it  our  duty  to  apprize  your  Ex- 
cellency of  our  proceedings  & to  inform  you  that  the  Enemy’s 
Ships  except  the  two  Seventy  fours  have  this  morning  sailed 
standing  to  the  Eastward  to  what  place  destined  is  not  even 
conjectured  — Our  situation  requires  that  a large  & efficient 
force  should  be  constantly  kept  here  & yet  some  of  the  Troops 
now  here  must  be  releived  shortly  — As  soon  as  the  Enemy 
had  received  a reinforcement  Brig*"  Gen^  Isham  sent  an  Express 
to  Comm®  Decatur  and  gave  him  information,  with  a view 
to  get  his  consent  that  the  Troops  near  the  Squadron  should 
be  moved  to  a position  to  cover  the  Batteries  — This  Comm® 
Decatur  advised  & it  was  accordingly  done  — So  great  was 
Gen^  r®  reluctance  to  call  in  new  force  so  soon  after  he  had 
dismissed  those  who  had  been  in  service,  that  he  first  thought 
of  concentrating  the  force  already  under  his  command  as 
much  as  possible  and  sustaining,  as  well  as  this  force  would 
enable  him,  the  attack  expected  — But  in  consequence  of  a 
representation  from  Lieu*  Booth  of  the  U States  Navy  who 
has  been  for  sometime  at  Fort  Griswold  & the  advice  of 
influential  Gentlemen  in  New  London,  orders  were  issued 
so  suddenly  that  Comm®  Decatur  could  not  be  personally 
consulted  as  to  its  expediency,  but  we  pledge  ourselves  Comm® 
D will  not  only  approve  of,  but  highly  commend  a measure 
so  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  his  Squadron  — 

We  send  your  Excellency  a letter  rec*^  by  this  mornings  Mail 
from  the  War  Department  — Your  Excellency’s  letter  to 
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Brig’’  Gen^  Isham  was  rec^  by  Mail  this  morning  — Gen^ 
Williams  on  account  of  the  alarm  which  was  excited  sent  to 
the  Commissary  Gen^  requesting  him  to  send  for  our  use  from 
300  to  500  stands  of  Arms  & some  Worms  — this  measure  we 
hope  your  Excellency  will  approbate  as  we  well  knew  the 
Arms  we  had  would  not  supply  the  Troops  ordered  in  —

believe  also  in  the  view  of  the  officers  of  the  Navy  & Gen^ 
Burbeck  of  the  United  States  Army  who  is  now  here  sufficient 
at  present  — Comm®  Decatur  was  very  anxious,  several  Days 
since  for  me  to  take  upon  myself  the  responsibility  of  putting 
Old  F*  Griswold  into  such  a state  of  repair  as  would  enable 
us  to  defend  the  Cannon  already  planted  there  & to  protect 
the  men  if  ordered  into  that  Work,  — I replied  the  want  of 
authority  & at  the  same  time  assured  Comm®  Decatur  that  I 
would  furnish  men  from  my  Troops,  to  work  if  he  would  pro-

From  information  rec*^  by  the  Adj^  Gen^  when  at  this  place 
I supposed  that  your  Excellency  would  direct  a general  De- 
tachment of  Troops  to  supply  the  place  of  those  now  in  service, 
when  you  arrived  at  Hartford  & have  accordingly  given  my 
Troops  encouragement  of  relief  shortly  — 

This  course  became  necessary  to  quiet  them  & I 

assure  Your  Excellency  that  many  of  them  are  worn  out,  sick 
disheartened,  ragged  & dirty,  and  I am  fearful  of  the  conse-

As  the  militia  ordered  in  for  the  defence  of  the  squadron 
and  waters  at  N.  London  had  no  expectation  of  remaining 
any  great  length  of  time  I feel  it  my  duty  to  relieve  them 
by  a detachment  from  different  brigades  who  shall  be  required 
to  serve  say  for  three  months  unless  sooner  discharged  and 
who  will  of  course  make  their  calculations  for  such  a period 
of  service.  The  number  necessary  to  be  stationed  at  that 
point  becomes  an  important  question.  The  force  of  the  enemy 
is  made  to  undergo  such  great  & frequent  changes  that  I am 
sensible  any  one  more  experienced  in  military  affairs  than 
myself  will  find  the  subject  attended  with  perplexity  — 

The  secreatry  of  war  in  a late  communication  informs  me 
that  you  sir  are  instructed  to  put  Fort  Griswold  into  a state 
of  complete  defence  & I have  just  learned  with  much  satis- 
faction that  the  work  is  in  a good  degree  of  forwardness.  If 
our  present  force  on  that  station  may  be  considered  as  suffi- 
cient, I should  suppose  it  might  safely  be  reduced  after  the 
fort  is  completed  — I shall  therefore  be  gratified  by  answer 
to  the  following  questions  — within  what  time  will  the  works 
at  Fort  Griswold  be  finished?  — Are  you  in  a condition  to 
man  the  guns  with  regular  troops?  — What  number  of  militia 
under  all  circumstances  is  it  expedient  to  employ  at  or  near  N.

to  be  discharged  without  their  pay  I should  be  pleased  if  this 
could  be  done,  the  men  would  be  much  better  satisfied  & 
would  come  again  with  much  greater  cheerfulness,  should 
their  services  be  required.  — It  will  be  a pretty  arduous  task 
to  make  out  correct  Pay  Rolls  of  the  great  variety  of  Troops 
who  have  been  in  service  here,  with  such  diversity  in  their 
term  of  service  — Will  your  Excellency  instruct  me  on  this 
subject  & to  what  Department  they  are  to  be  presented  — 

When  the  new  Troops  arrive  we  have  it  in  contem- 
plation to  commence  in  every  branch  a new  sett  of  Returns  & 
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accounts  — I suggested  to  my  friend  Col®  Trumbull,  that  I 
was  desirous  of  being  relieved  by  some  officer  to  be  detailed 
to  supply  my  place  — This  I assure  your  Excellency  would 
be  pleasing  to  me,  but  I have  since  reflected  that  in  closing 
the  accounts  of  the  service  thus  far  I shall  of  necessity  be  em- 
ployed a long  time  after  I am  discharged;  I have  also  made 
myself  somewhat  though  imperfectly  acquainted  with  the 
detail  of  duty,  & with  the  ground  on  both  sides  of  the  River  & 
the  exposed  points  which  it  is  necessary  to  guard  — Any 
information  of  importance  which  my  experience  has  furnished 
must  & naturally  would  be  required  to  be  communicated  to 
my  Successor  My  time  would  then  be  consumed  with  these 
different  objects  & frustrate  completely  my  design  in  asking 
for  relief  — Under  these  circumstances,  I will  yet  if  your 
Excellency  desires  it  remain  in  this  service  — If  a different 
Detachment  is  made  it  is  very  agreeable  to  me 

Your  Excellency  can  command  all  my  efforts  — This  is 
without  the  knowledge  of  my  friends,  will  you  have  the  goodness 
to  let  it  remain  with  us  — 

I have  already  extended  this  to  a very  unreasonable 
length  — but  I intended  to  have  observed  that  the  plan  which 
I mentioned  to  your  Excellency  when  in  New  London  with 
respect  to  the  receiving  of  Flags  from  the  Enemy’s  Ships,  has 
succeeded  to  my  most  sanguine  expectations  & I have  had 
the  honour  to  correspond  with  Sir  Th®  M.  Hardy  by  whom  I 
have  been  treated  with  great  civility,  considering  that  he  is

Impressed  with  a just  sense  of  the  burthen  which  has  been 
so  patiently  borne  by  the  Militia  on  duty  here,  at  a season 
when  it  is  evidently  very  injurious  to  their  interest,  I can  not  , 
refrain  from  addressing  Your  Excellency,  with  a hope  that 
they  may  be  permited  to  return  to  the  care  of  their  farms  & 
to  that  industry  so  essential  to  the  happiness  of  the  people 
of  this  State. 

As  it  is  obviously  unnecessary  to  keep  so  great  a number  here, 

& as  it  is  requisite  for  this  service  to  preserve  the  good  dispo- 
sition of  those  patriotic  men  against  a time  of  real  danger, 
every  friend  to  the  State  must  wish  that  as  few  might  be 
detained  as  the  present  state  of  things  will  justify.  Five  hun- 
dred rank  & file,  I presume,  is  a sufficient  number;  if  at  the 
same  time  five  hundred  more  were  warned  to  hold  themselves 
in  readiness  to  march  at  a moments  notice  for  this  place  either 
for  the  assistance  or  releif  of  those  already  here. 
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The  unequal  distribution  of  details  of  the  detachments  now 
here,  I find  is  a source  of  uneasiness  and  complaint  of  injustice. 
The  Town  of  Windham,  I have  been  informed,  has  more 
than  a hundred  men  on  duty  here;  which  renders  it  extremely 
difficult,  if  not  impossible  for  them  to  get  their  most  indis- 
pensible  labor  accomplished.

Since  your  Excellency  visited  Say  Brook  we  have  remained  . 
tolerably  quiet  untill  Tuesday  of  last  week  when  we  were 
menanced  by  the  appearance  of  five  of  the  enemys  barges  who 
came  up  with  the  Light  House,  chased  into  the  river  two  small 
Vessels  from  New  York  bound  to  the  Eastward  Loaded  with 
flour  Rye  &c  and  would  undoubtedly  have  succeeded  in  cap- 
turing them  but  from  the  protection  afforded  by  the  fort. 
They  fired  a number  of  shot  from  the  barges  on  shore  some 
of  which  struck  near  the  Fort  and  almost  up  with  the  dwelling 
Houses  on  the  point,  the  Fort  returned  the  fire  for  some  time 
the  shot  generally  fell  short  there  is  but  one  short  Six  pounder 
in  the  Fort  and  that  but  poorly  mounted  and  could  not  be 
expected  to  do  execution  at  any  great  distance  The  militia 
verry  promptly  attended  & embodied  themselves  with  the 
Citizens  of  the  place  but  after  the  Barges  had  remained  in 
the  chops  of  the  Harbor  for  near  one  Hour  they  pulled  of  to 
the  Eastward  along  shore  — 

On  Monday  morning  before  sunrise  we  were  again  alarmed 
by  the  appearance  of  Five  Barges  who  came  in  to  the  River 
fired  several  shot  above  the  Fort,  the  fire  was  returned  from 
the  Fort  but  without  any  damage  on  either  side  they  landed  a 
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few  men  about  one  mile  to  the  westward  of  the  Light  house 
but  committed  no  depredations,  they  returned  to  the  boats 
before  the  Militia  could  reach  the  place  of  landing  this  Morn- 
ing a large  Launch  (ship  rigged)  went  past  the  river  to  the 
w*estward  and  captured  two  coasting  Sloops  which  they  took 
of  and  chased  a New  London  Packet  in  to  this  Harbour,  It 
would  be  very  desirable  to  have  a regular  guard  stationed 
here  and  provided  with  some  pieces  on  traveling  carriages 
perhaps  9 or  12  pounders  as  your  Excellency  shall  think 
proper  The  Inhabitants  are  continually  harrassed  by  the 
enemy  boats  and  not  able  to  pursue  their  usual  business  — I 
made  a communication  to  the  Adjutant  General  on  the  3'** 
and  recommended  to  have  the  guard  dismissed  should  their 
be  no  further  appearance  of  the  enemy  since  which  time  they 
have  been  almost  constantly  hovering  round  this  river  — I 
have  kept  a guard  of  about  twenty  men  and  have  made  de- 
tachments from  this  Regiment  for  tours  of  ten  days  each  they 
have  done  preformed  their  duty  with  a spirit  that  does  them 
much  Honor,  the  militia  consider  it  a great  Burthen  tb  do 
garison  duty  at  this  busy  season  of  the  year  but  manifest  their 
readiness  to  turn  out  on  any  emergency  the  Bearer  Cap*  A 
Whittlesey  will  be  able  to  give  every  information  respecting 
our  exposed  situation  should  your  Excellency  think  proper 
to  continue  the  guard  in  this  manner  I must  request  a further 
Supply  of  Powder  & 61b  Shot  — I have  a supply  of' musket 
ball  for  the  present.

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to  reiterate  to  them  the  sentiments  expressed  by  me  on  a 
former  occasion.* 

I deem  it  necessary  that  the  guards  at  Stonington  and 
Saybrook  be  continued  till  farther  orders.  You  will  accord- 
ingly issue  instructions  to  Col.  Randal  to  this  effect.  Col.

Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief  & 

Sir  In  Obedience  to  your  Excellency’s  Order  of  the  15*  Instant, 
I yesterday  Marched  with  my  Company  for  this  place  and 
arived  here  this  forenon. 

By  that  order  I am  directed,  on  my  arrival  here  to  report 
myself  to  General  Williams  or  Isham,  whichever  I should  find 
in  Command.  I reported  myself  to  him  to  the  fomer  officer 
agreeably  to  the  Order  At  the  Same  time  I feel  it  a duty  which 
I owe  to  myself  to  State  (and  I do  it  will  due  defference  and 
respect  to  your  Excellency)  that  when  I recived  my  Commis- 
sion of  a Captain  in  the  battalion  of  State  Troops  I had  no 
Idea  of  accepting  it  on  the  footing  of  mere  Militia  — Having 
Served  in  that  line  and  having  obtained  an  honorable  dis- 
charge I could  not  have  consented  to  engage  again  in  the 
Same  capacity.  — And  as  the  Act  for  raising  the  State  Corps, 
contemplates,  and  expressly  provides  that  said  Corps  shall 
be  commanded  by  its  own  Officers  therein  mentioned  — Your 
Excellency  will  See  that  I could  not  have  contemplated  a Case, 
wherein  I should  be  placed  under  the  Command  of  a mere 

Militia  Officer,  however  respectable  or  whatever  his  Rank 

These  Ideas  are  suggested  not  from  any  disrespect  to  your 
Excellency,  or  to  the  officer  commanding  the  Militia  here  — 
but  from  a Sense  of  duty  to  myself  — 

General  Williams  recived  me  with  every  mark  of  Attention 
and  Politeness  — but  I have  not  communicated  these  Ideas 
to  him  - because  in  the  first  place  I wished 'to  address  them 
to  your  Excellency  from  whom  I know  they  will  receive  all  that 
attention  which  they  merit.

manner  to  represent  the  dangerous  and  exposed  situation  of 
our  harbour  & Town  while  the  Enemies  Ships  remain  in  the 
Sound.  Praying  his  Excellency  to  grant  relief  by  stationing 
at  this  harbour  such  force  as  would  be  sufficient  to  guard  the 
Town  prevent  sudden  attacks  & protect  the  Shiping  in  the 
harbour  in  case  of  immediate  danger  from  the  ravages  of  the 
enemy  or  in  such  other  way  grant  relief  as  his  Excellency  may 
deem  proper.
